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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -24 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is the examiner's statement for allowance: The most pertinent prior 
art is: Walling (US Patent Number 7,182,456 B2). Walling discloses a hand-held and/or 
hand-operated random movement-printing device that is controlled by at least one 
processor. Walling also discloses the hand-held printer prints a simple navigation 
pattern and uses the pattern for detemnining positions on the print medium. The prior art 
fails to anticipate the image being built-up through sectional printing whereby each 
section has at least one print area interfacing at least one other print area, said 
Interfacing print areas being correlated to fill-out transition print areas during printing of 
said sections through at least on transition printing pattern by omitting printing of some 
pixels in said transition print area.
